Vandenberg Warns U. S. 
Citizens Not to ‘Trade 
Liberty for Security' 


Citing “new G ettysburg to be fought and won today” 
in civil instead of military crisis, United States Senator 
Arthur IU Vandenberg-, of Michigan, in the annual Memorial 
Day address in the National cemetery here this afternoon, 
challenged the nation not to desert the conceptions cif govern­ 
ment and liberty of those who have died for their America. 
In the address which was broadcast to a nation celebrat­ 
ing the seventieth anniversary of Memorial Day. the Michi­ 
gan senator warned that “those who try to trade liberty for 
security” might lose both. 
Standing on the ground that 
Abraham Lincoln dedicated nearly seventy-five years ago 
with the pledge that “government of the people, by the peo­ 
ple and for the people, shall not perish from the earth.” the 
speaker made frequent reference to the martyred president’s 
| Gettysburg’ address.

Declaring that the Consti­ 
tution must be preserved to 
safeguard 
Lincoln’s 
pledge 
and democracy, Vandenberg 
said “one present breach in 
the dike of the Constitution— 
inconsequential though it may 
seem at the moment — can 
loose the final flood.”
